Late in February L. J. Powers, 
chief clerk in Sullivan’s office, called 
‘the office of the ‘Grimm Stamp and 
Badge Co. on the telephone and 


asked what the probable cost of the 


tags would be for next year. He ex- 
lained that the information was to 


used as a basis for making up the 


appropriation bill, then pending in 
the Legislature. 

~ > Offer of 8 Cents Each. 
Grimm, who had the 1917 _con- 
tract, told Powers he would manu- 
facture the 1918 tags for the same 
price, which wus 8 cents each for the 


first 100,000 and 10 cents each for 


all above that. The reason for the 
additional eost of the larger plates 
is because they contain an extra fig- 
ure and are two inches longer. 
Powers conferred with Sullivan, 
who said he was not reudy to let the 
contract at that time. 

The correspondence between Sul- 
livan and the Grimm company dis. 
closes that Henry A. Grimm, presi- 


dent of the compariy, made two trips 


to Jefferson City and wrote Sullivan 
Several letters asking to be pernit- 
ted to bid on the contract, but that 
he. did not hear from Sullivan again 
until July 30, when he received a 
brief note lng ‘that the contract 
Mad been awarded.

15 BRITISH SHIPS OF OVER 
1600 TONS SUNK IN WEEK 


Number of Merchantmen Destroyed 
by U-Boats or Mines Slightly In- 
creased in Last Seven Days. 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The number 
of British.merchantmen sunk by 
submarines or mines in the last week 
was only slightly larger than the 
previous week, when a considerable 
falling off was noted. According to 
the official statement issued last 
night, 15 vessels of more than 1600 
tons were sunk and three vessels of | 
less than 1600 tons, in addition td 
two fishing vessels, as compared with 
14 large.vessels the previous week, 
two small vessels and three fisher- 
men. 

The arrivals at British ports were 
2838 and sailings 2764. 

British merchantmen unsuccessful- 
ly attacked numbered 12. 

In the week ending Aug. 19 five 
French steamships of 1600 tons or 
more were sunk by mines or sub- 
marines, according to the weekly 
official! report. Four vessels under 
1600 tons were sunk. No fishing 
ships were destroyed. Three at- 
tacks by submarines failed.

E. J. Wallace, secretary of the St. 
Louis Coal Club, today received a 
telegram from J. P. Tumulty, secre- 
tary to President Wilson, informing 


him, on the authority of the Presi- 
dent, that the coal prices fixed by the 
President's enn became ef- 
fective at once. 

This was in response to an inquiry 
by Wallace, who said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that certain Chicago 
coal companies still were trying to 
» ‘hold up” St. Louis dealers for the 
old prices. 

The price fixed in the President’s 
proclamation for domestic coal at 
the Illinois mines is $2.20 a ton. Re- 
gardless of this, Wallace deglared, 
Chicago operators are asking the St. 
Louis dealers 33.25 contending they 
have until Sept. 1 to conform to the 
new prices. They are refusing to 
make shipments at the new price, 
Wallace said. 

Wallace pointed out the penalty 
for violation of this price regulation 
was a fine of $5000 and two years’ 
imprisonment for each offense, and 
declared any dealer who since Tues- 
day, when the proclamation was is- 
sued, had sold a new order of coal at 
a price in excess of the prescribed 
~prices, was guilty of violation of the 
regulation. 

Urders placed before last Tues- 
day may still be filled at the old 
price, Wallace said. He added that 
some operators of their own voli- 
tion had permitted customers who 
had placed such orders to cancel 
them and reinstate them at the new 
prices, f 

The Peabody Coal Co., one of the 
largest mining companies in IIII- 
nois, which has St. Louis and Chi- 
cago offices, is filling all new orders 
on the basis of the new prices. It 
had no old contracts at higher prices 
and had been filling all orders at 
the prices prevailing at the mineg 
when the orders were shipped. 

Wallace, who is connected with 
the Stephan Coal Co., a wholesale 
and retail concern, said the new 
price at the mines should make coal 
now retailing at 24 and 25 cents a 
bushel sell for 20 cents, or $5 a ton.

On the right bank 
of the river a detail operation en- 
abled us to reduce a small point of 
resistance of the enemy north of 
Mortmont Farm. We took 17 pris- 
oners. ! 

“The number of prisoners taken 
since Aug. 20 has reached 7639, in- 
cluding 185 officers and 600 wound- 

The captured material list in- 
udes 24 cannon of all calibers and 
more than 200 machine guns, in ad- 
dition to nine cannon, which . 
destroyed.“

BRITISH FLYER FIRES 300 
SHOTS INTO GERMAN AIRPLANE 


Both Gunners Silent Even at Dis- 
tance of 20 Yards and Are Be- 
lieyed to Have Been Killed. 
LONDON, Aug. 23.—The latest of- 
ficial reports show that bombs were 
dropped by raiding airplanes’ on 
Dover, Margate and Ramsgate yes- 
terday. There were no casualties at 
Margate but at Dover and Ramsgate 
11 persons were killed and 13 in- 
jured. A hospital and some houses 
were damaged. The pilot of one of 
the enemy machines brought down 
was rescued, having been only 
slightly wounded.

N 1913-1914 oceurred a series öf events known as the ‘‘Zabern affair“ 

which to my mind decided the ‘‘system’’—the military autocracy— 
In this affair the German people appeared at last 
to be opening their eyes, to be, recovering in some degree from the panic 
of fear of their neighbors which had made them submit to the arrogance and 


exactions of the military caste and to be almost ready te demilitarize them- 


selves, a thing abhorrent to the upholders of — the system, the army and 


thé Hohenzollerns. 


This writing on the wall, these letters 3 the word ‘‘Zabern,’’ the 
actions of the Social Democrats and their growing boldness—all were warn- 
ings to the autocracy of its waning power and impelled that autocracy to- 
ward war as a blood- lefting cure for popular discontent. 

Prussia, which has imposed its_will as well as its methods of thought and 
life on all the rest of Germany, is undoubtedly a military nation. 


War Is the Trade of Prussia. 


More than 125 vears ago Mirabeau, the great French odator at the com- 


mencement of the Revolution, said that War is the national industry of 


Prussia. Later Napoleon remarked that Prussia was hatched from a can- 
non ball,’’ and shortly before the Franco- Prussian War of 1870 the French 


military attache, in reporting to his Gov ernment, wrote that ‘‘other coun- 


tries possessed an army, but that in Prussia.the army possessed the country.“ 


In practice the class of nobles in Prussia own the army.

The Chancclior Defies the Reichstag. 

He said, further, that in France 
and England conditions were dif- 
ferent, but that Parliamentary Gor- 
ernment did not exist in Germany. 
It was the constitutional privilege of 
the Emperor to appoint the Chan- 
cellor without any assistance or ad- 
vice from the Reichstag. He (the 
Chancellor) would resist with all his 
might every :ttempt to change this 
system, and therefore he refused to 
resign, because the resolution passed 
by the Reichstag had no other ef- 
fect than to make it evident that a 
difference ? opinion existed be- 
tween the Eeichstag and the Gov- 
ernment. 

This debate took place on Dec. 9. 
1918, and, with the exception of the 
Social Democrats and the Polish 
Deputies, the leaders ot all parties 
supported the view the Chancel- 
lor. The motion to’ strike out the 
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affected by the campaign of the Na- 
tionalistic press, were in sympathy 
with France. So the atmosphere wa. 
well prepared for the coming. storm. 

Zabern, or, in French, Saverne, is 
a little town öf between 8000 and 
9000 inhabitants, beautifully situated 


on the banks of the Rhine-Marne 
Canal. Its garrison comprised the 
staff and two battalions of infantry 
regiment No .91, commanded by Von 
Reuter, and among its officers was 
a Lieut. von Forstner, a young man 
only 20 years old, whose boyish ap- 
pearance had excited the school chil- 
dren and boys working in nearby 
iron factories to ridicule him. 

It became known that this young 
officer, while instructing his men, 


had insulted the French flag and 


had called the Alsatian § recrui 
‘“‘wackes,”’ a nickname meanin 
“‘squarehead,” and frequently used 


by the people of Alsace-Lorraine in 
a jocular way, but hotly resented by 
them if used toward them by oth- 
ers. It was further reported that 
he had promised his men a reward 
of 10 marks if one of them, in case 
of trouble, should bring down a So- 
cial Democrat. 
Forstner had told his men to be- 
ware, and warned them against lis- 
tening to French foreign agents, 
whom the Germans claimed were in- 
zdueing French soldiers to desert in 
order to join the French Legion. It 
is probable that Forstner, in talking 
to his men of the French Foreign 
Legion, used language offensive to 
French ears. 
Soldiers Charged the Crowd. 
He admitted that he had used the 
word ‘“‘wackes” in defiance of an or- 
der of the commanding General, and 
for this he had been punished with 
several days’ ‘confinement in a mili- 
tary prison. Lieut. Forstner, who 
was ordered to instruct his squad 
about the regulations in case of trou- 
ble with the civilian population, 
claimed that he had only added to 
the usual instructions a statement 
that every true soldier should do his 
best to suppress any disturbances, 
and that he (Forstner) would give 
a special reward to affy of. his men 
who would arrest’ one of “these 
damned Social Democrats.“ 
Reports of the acts of Forstner 
and other officers were rapidly 
spread among the population. The 
two newspapers of Zabern published 
articles. The excitement grew and 
there were demonstrations against 
the officials, and especially. Forstner. 
Finally conditions became so bad that 
Col. von Reuter requested the head 
of the local civil administration, Di- 
rector Mahler, ‘to restore order, stat- 
ing that he wold take the matter 
into his own hands if order were not 
restored. 
The director, a * “a of a small 
village near Zabern, replied coolly 
that he saw no necessity for interfer- ‘ 
ing with peace-loving and law-abid- 
ing people. A large crowd assembled 
in front of the barracks on Nov. 
1913. Col. von Reuter ordered ey 
Schad, commanding the guard us of- 
ficer of the day, to ‘disperse the 
crowd. : 4 
Accordingly, Lieut- Schad calied 
the guard to arms and three times 
summoned the crowd to disperse and 
go home. The soldiers charged and 
drove the‘multitude across the square 
and into a side street and arrested 
about 15 persons. Among them were 
the president, two judges and the 
state attorney of the Zabern Supreme 
court, who had just come out from 
the court building and who were 
caught in tHe crowd. They were 
subsequently released. The rest v 
the persons arrested were kept in the 
cellar of the barracks over night. 
Great Outcry Against Militarism. 
The report of the Zabern occur- 
rences caused immense excitement 
throughout Germany. A great outcry 
went up against militarism. even in 
quarters where no socialistic tenden- 
cies existed. This feeling was not 
helped by the a the General 
commanding the Fifteenth army, to 
which the Zabern regiment belonged, 
was an exponent of extreme militar- 
istic ideas, a man who several years 
before, as Colonel of the colonial

shown his contempt for the Reichs- 
tag. 

Col. von Reuter and Lieut. Schad, 
were courtmartialed for their acts in 
ordering the troops to move against 
the civillan population, claimed the 
benefit of a Prussian law of 1820, 
which provided that in any city, town 
or village the highest military of- 
ficer in command, must assume the 
authority usually vested in the civil 
government whenever for any reason 
the civil .administration neglects to 
keep order. The Colonel and Lieu- 
tenant were subsequently ‘acquitted 
on the ground that they had acted 
under the provisiong of this law. 

The excitement throughout Ger- 
many was further increased by other 
circumstances. The Emperor re- 
mained during these critical days at 
Donaueschingen, the princely estato 
of his friend and favorite, Prince 
Furstenberg, enjoying himself with 
fox hunting, torchlight processions 
and cabaret performances. Ot 
course, all this had been arranged 
long before any one dreamed of any 
trouble in Zabern, and the Emperor 
could scarcely be expected to real- 
ize the gravity of the situation 
which suddenly arose. But this very 
fact created a bad impression. It 
was even rumored that the Empress, 
alarmed by the situation, had or- 
dered a train to be made ready. in 
order to go to him and try to con- 
vince him of the necessity of re- 
turning to Berlin. 


The newly appointed Minister of 
War, Falkenhayn, went to Donaues- 
chingen, where he was joined by 
Von Deimling. This action ag- 
gravated the situation, because the 
public concluded that the Emperor 
would hear the advice and report 
of military officers -only.

Immediately after this speech the

German Government Brought to Ac- 
counting. 

‘The debate was continued all the 
next day, the Chancellor making an- 
other speech and saying what he 
probably had intended to say the day 
before. He related what he had 
achieved at Ponaueschigen, that the 
Emperor had issued a Cabinet order 
directing that the military authori- 
ties should be kept within legal 
bounds, that all the guilty persons 
would be punished, that the regi- 
ment number 99 had been removed 
from Zabern, that the absolute law 
of 1820 had been abolished for Al- 
sace-Lorraine and that no Chancel- 
lor should fer one moment tolerate 
disregard of law by any Government 
officials, 
main in his position. 

This second speech of the Chancel- 
lor made a better impression and 
somewhat affected the more ex- 
treme members of the Reichstag, 
but it came too late to prevent the 
passage of the vote of censure by 
the remarkable majority of 293 to 54. 
Only the Conservatives voted against 
it.

Elite of Black Race From All 


Over Country at Pythian 
Affair in Coliseum. 


EVERYONE VERY CORRECT 


Dancing Lasts Until Late in the 
Morning After Impressive 
Grand March. 


~ Sable swelldom from all over the 
country foregathered in its best ar- 
ray last night at the Coliseum, to at- 
tend the military ball of the negro 
Knights of Pythias, now holding 
their biennial convention in this city. 
It was no doubt the most ambitious 
social function ever - undertaken 
among negroes in this country. 

The spectacle, occurring in the 
same auditorium used by the late 
Veiled Prophet, might be likened to 
a shadow cast by the festivities of 
that lamented dignitary. Most of the 
forms of the original cerenfonies 
were faithfully delineated: 

As early as 8:30 o'clock taxicabs 
and limousines began rolling up to 
the Coliseum. .There was a func- 
tionary to throw open the doors of 
the cars with a flourish, and-to dis- 
tribute cards bearing the call num- 
bers. 

All Fashionably Garbed. 

The passengers dismounting were 
garbed a la mode, the men wearing 
silk hats and the women opera 
cloaks. The one ray of light against 
the dusky background was afford- 
ed by the Knights in their white 
dress uniforms. 

Having removed their wraps, the 
wémen stood forth in all the glory 
of decollete, and the men in the re 
splendence of white shirt bosoms. 
Not a few of the gowns were hand- 
some, but they ran mostly to sober 
colors, like blue. The expected cre- 
ations in scarlet were conspicuous o; 
their absence. 

It was no uninteresting sight to 
behold the darksome belles lounging 
in fashionable attitudes in boxes, 
with just the proper hint of hauteu;, 
and their cavaliers bowing befor“ 
them with a studied regard to every 
punctilio of etiquette. Indeed, the 
behavior on all hands might have 
served as a model of manners. 

Careful as to Language. 

The phrases in which they con- 
versed, the sentences in which in- 
vitations to dance were couched 
might have been and probably were 
memorized from some manual of 
good form. 

Each belle was provided with wu 
dance program, and it was not un- 
amusing to note the mingled pride 
and affected indifference with whici. 
those fortunate enough to have eve,v 
number taken displayed the lists 20 
their more unluckly sisters Such 
things have, perhaps, occurred in 
other society. 

These dusky glasses of fashion and 
moulds of form did not commit the 
sogial blunder of plunging at once 
into the dancing. Most of them sat 
with a fine air of lofty apathy during 
the first three or foyr numbers, and 
looked down with a sort of amused 
tolerance upon the half-dozen or so 
couples who, whirling about the 
floor, were defying the conventions. 

Arena Soon Crowded. 

But at last everybody “swarmed 
down into the arena and dance after 
dance was performed with remark- 
able zest and vim, to which the jazz- 
ful music of the First Regiment Band 
of the Pythians from Chicago con- 
tributed vigorously. It was voted that 
most of the negroes danced extreme- 
ly well. They were intimate with the 
latest steps, and also proceedeil with- 
out a falter through intricate square 
dances like the lancers and reel. 

The event of the evening was the 
grand march, led by Albert Hall with 
imposing state. The first couple 
were Maj.-Gen. Robert R. Jackson 
and his. wife. He is supreme com- 
mander of the uniformed rank of 
the Knights of Pythias. 

Proudly the long line trod the cir 
cuit. of the auditorium, it requiring 
about a quarter of an hour to pass. 
Not a one was so gauche as to permit 
a hint of the cakewalk to enter into 
his steps. 

Then the dance program was re- 
sumed and the festivities continued 
until well after midnight. It was 
evident that the Knights in their 
uniforms were the favored caval- 
lers. About 4000 persons, including 
a scattering of white guests in boxes, 
were present.

MANUFACTURER 5 
SON KILLED AFTER 
ROBBING SALOON 


Family Thought Former Convict, 
Who Was Living at Home, 
Had Reformed. 


FREE ONLY ONE YEAR 


B. D. Whitelaw Spent Evening 
at Movies With Father 
Before Holdup. 


Bernard D. Whitelaw, 40 years 
old, a former convict, who was 
thought by his family to have re- 
formed, was shot and killed last 
night by Patrolman Bert Stanley of 
the Dayton Street District, after he 
and another robber, in a red touring 
car, had entered Steve Radisone's 
saloon at 3753 Page boulevard and 
robbed Radisone and four customers 
and looted the cash register. The 
other robber escaped. 

The slain robber was the son of 
James Whitelaw of 4333 Maryland 
avenue, vice president of the St. 
Louis Felling Machine Co. He had 
lived at his father’s home since he 
was released from a penitentiary at 
Folsom, Cal., a year ago, after 
serving 13 years of a life sentence 
for highway robbery. He was em- 
ployed by his father’s company and 
owned the red automobile in which 
he and his robber companion went 
to the saloon. 

Policeman Sees Robbery. 

The policeman was walking south 
on Prairie avenue near Page boule- 
vard about 11:50 p. m.. Through a 
side door of Radisone’s saloon, on 
Prairie avenue, he saw a man at the 
cash register behind the bar, hold- 
ing an automatic pistol in his right 
hand and taking money from the 
register with the other. He also saw 
the bartender and several customers 
standing in front of the bar with 
their hands up. 

While the 1 looked on, 
the robber left the cash register and 
searched the men in front of the bar. 
The policeman, in his report after- 
ward, stated he did not interfere at 
that time as he feared that if he 
opened fire on the robber he would 


shoot some of the customers. He de- 
cided to wait until the robber 
emerged. 


Intercepts the Robber. 

The policeman saw the robber put 
his pistol in his pocket And walk 
toward the front door of the saloon 
on Page boulevard and went there 
to intercept him. As the robber 
later identified as Whitelaw, stepped 
through the fragt door the police- 
man, according to his account, 
pressed his revolver against the rob- 
ber's chest and commanded him to 
throw up his hands. 

The robber jumped back, saying, 
“For God's sake, don’t shoot,“ but 
at the same time he drew his pistol 
and fired two Bhots at the policeman. 
missing him. The policeman then 
fired three shots, all of which later 
were found to have taken effect. Tho 
robber, pursued by the policeman, 
staggered, to an alley entrance at the 
rear of the saloon and fell dead. 

The patrolman later learned that 
while he was intercepting Whitelaw 
at the front door, Radisone was 
chasing the second robber through 
the side door. 

How He Was Identified. 

An electric light bill in his pocket 
led to Whitelaw’s identofication. I: 
was made out in the name of H. 
Freiberger, 621 North Leonard ave- 
nue. Policemen went there and 
found a woman known as Mrs. Frei- 
berger and also as Leona Mason. She 
said she had given the light bill, to 
be paid, jto a man known to her as 
B. D. itelaw of 4333 Maryland 
avenue. 7 

The eider Whitelaw said his son 
had been working for him since his 
release from prison and was thought 
to have reformed. He said his son 
had been on a three-day vacation, 
which was to have ended today. 


Went to Movies With Father. 


Whitelaw said he and his son, in 
the automobile, went to a picture 
show near Delmar boulevard and 
King’s highway last night and after 
the show his son drove him home 
and then departed in the machine, 
saying he was going downtown to 
see friends.“ 

In the slain robber's pocket was 
found $70, the amount stolen from 
the cash register, from Joseph Spal- 
la, the bartender, and the custom- 
ers, Joseph Daly, 3802 Page boule- 


vard; Edward Moser, Union, Mo., 
and Frank Graves, 2332 Benton 
street. 


The automobile, a red touring car 
with yellow wheels, was found across 
the street from the saloon after the 
shooting. A car answering its gen- 
eral description has several times 
been used at night by robbers in the 
last few weeks. 

Charles W. Boisselier of 4967 St. 
Louis avenue last night reported to 
the police that he was waylaid and 
robbed of $23 by two men in a red 
automobile at Elliot avenue and 
Thomas street. 

Whitelaw’s body was identified to- 
day at the morgue by William Cum- 
mins, druggist at 3062 Cass avenue, 
as that of one of two men who held 


him up in his store last Sunday 
night.

OBIECTORS TO GET 
ANOTHER FLING AT 
U. N. COMPROMISE 


Utilities Body Renews Promise 
at Last Night Session to 
Have a Fourth Hearing. 


OPPOSITION OUT IN FORCE 


Labor Representative and Speak- 
ers From Two Civic Bodies 
Attack Car Ordinances. 


Opponents and supporters of the 
United Railways “compromise” 
ordinances, who had no opportuni- 
ty to present their arguments at a 
public hearing before the Public 
Utilities Committee last night, will 
be heard probably next week. Chair- 
man Schwartz renewed previous 


assurances that the committe will 
continue the hearings until the pro- 
posed measures are fully discussed. 

Last night’s hearing was the long 
est and liveliest of three that have 
been conducted. Opponents of the 
bills were in the majority and most 
of them urged objections to specific 
provisions. Advocates of the com- 
promise” merely suggested some 
form of adjustment, but made no 
defense of the proposals which had 
been attacked by the other speak- 
ers. 

3-Cent Fare for Straphangers. 

Stephen H. Butler, representing 
the Central Trades and Labor Union, 
proposed that passengers for whom 
no seats were provided should pay 
only three cents. He said that this 
demand would be made by the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union. 

“If a passenger on the cars of the 
United Railways is unable to obtain 
a seat in cars he should pay a fare 
that represents the difference be- 
tween sitting and standing,” Butler 
said. 

“The Central Trades and Labor 
Union objects to the passage of eith- 
er of these bills because in those sec- 
tions in which the city’s rights are 
involved, with one exception, they 
are vague and uncertian. There is 
only one thing that is made plain— 
that is the bartering of the city’s tax- 
ing power.” 

“It is the firm conviction of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union that 
this deal was arranged long before 
these ordinances were drawn,“ But- 
ler asserted. “We know that Al- 
dermanic candidates were defeated 
because of their possible hostility to 
this so-called compromise, and we 
observed the maneuvering of Mayor 
Kiel, Mr. Koeln and Messrs. Wal- 
bridge and Shapleigh.“ 

Opposes Both of Bills. 

Felix Lawrence, for the Chouteau- 
Lindell Improvement Association, 
said that millions of the future citi- 
zens of St. Louis will have been sold 
out” if either of the bills is passed. 

“The United Railways has assured 
us that it has ‘laid its cards on the 
table,’ but that statement cannot be 
accepted as true until the power 
contracts with the North American 
company are repudiated, and until 
the books are thrown open to the 
public,” Lawrence said. 

“A scrutiny of the company’s 
books would show the enormous cost 
of its legal department and perhaps 
would disclose how much the cor- 
poration has contributed to political 
parties. 

“There should be no surrender of 
the mill tax; there should be no 
partnership; there should be no 
grant for 10 years, and no with- 
drawal of the city’s control estab- 
lished by the charter and the 
courts.” « 

Lawrence advocated the use of the 
mill tax for extensions and equip- 
ment; a short-term franchise with 
a stipulation that at its termination 
the streets are to be used only under 
permits, a provision for the pur- 
chase of the property at the end ot 
each five years and an appraisement 
that will represent the ues value 
of the properties. 

Referendum Is Threatened. 

If the Board of Aldermen passed 
either of the pending ordinances, 
Lawrence declared, the Chouteau- 
Lindell Improvement Association will 
circulate referendum petitions. He 
said that 1200 signhtures already had 
been obtained from among citizens 
who opposed the comproimse“ con- 
templated in the pending bills. 

“You might finance a Mayor and 
make him deliven the goods,“ and 
browbeat a Board of Aldermen, but 
you shall not rob three generations 
of their inherent, God-given rights,“ 
Lawrence said, turning to and ad- 
dressing representatives of the Unit- 
ed Railways Company. 

Neither an excessive rate of taxa- 
tion nor the payment of a high scale 
of wages could be offered as an ex- 
planation of the United Railways’ 
financial difficulties, it was pointed 
out by Louis F. Budenz, secretary of 
the Civic League. 
~ Budenz argued in behalf of a val- 
uation of the company’s properties 
as the first step in the adjustment 
of its relations with the city. He 
read from reports of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission of Philadelphia to 
support his contention that the 
“settlement” made with the traction 
company of that city is now regard- 
ed as a failure after 10 years’ trial. 
Budenz said that the “Kansas Ciy 
plan” is but an experiment, only 
three years old, and that the Chi- 
cago “arrangement” is now the sub- 
ject of an attempt at readjustment. 

Higher Traction Tax Elsewhere. 

Budenz quoted official figures to 
show that while the United Railways 
Co. pays 6.45 per cent of its gross 
revenues in taxes, the traction cor- 
porations of Chicago, Kansas City, 
Cincinnati and Denver pay 7.37. 
7.13, 7.13 and 8.35 per cent respect- 
7. Companies in Pittsburg, 
a delphia and Cleveland pay less 
than the United Rallways.
